Equipment proposed 
is the W2JAV AFSK oscillator (that*s for transmitting, Ernie) and 
the W6TNS receiving convertor, or terminal unit. These circuits are 
all transistorized and use no relays, At present, one AFSK 
oscillator: has been built and tested, and terminal boards for nine 
more of these boards will be made, The terminal boards are made 
with small pins to which component leads and jumpers are wired; 
drawings have been made to show the connections of all components, 
The boards will be supplied free to club members who agree to 
complete them and use them tn the immediate future.

Much conjecture has been offered about the proposed 
10 mtr. in-band repeater for the use of Phil-Mont members, Little 
has been written publicly on the subject- possibly because of a 
lack specific Part 97 rules concerning repeaters. This writer will 
not attempt a discourse of the legal angle, It’s going to be 
enough trouble to get the darn thing working, | 

The block diagram below fllustrates the proposed method 
Of Operation. Input to the repeater will be made on 29495ka. Keying 
and audio signals will be fed to the down link on 224.5 for the trip 
between the receiver site and the transmitter location approx. I mile 
distant. Keying and audio from the 224,5 revr will be fed.to a 35 
watt transmitter running a single 807 and modulated by 588!Is. Vertical 
coaxial antennas will be used at 30mc, Functional control of the 
repeater will be accomplished on the high end of 220 mc using tone 
keying and a 21 point stepper. The two Operating tones will allow 
on-off. control of all as primaries, keying leads, interconnection of 
bands, and remote operation of all transmitters from the contro] 
point. The repeating transmitter will be timed off at 65 seconds 
regardless of the length of the channel 1 Qs0O, If your traffic takes 
longer, switch to 75 mtrs. Mobiles or fixed stations wishing to use 
the repeater should listen on 29680 and transmit on 29493, Stations 
with poor receiving conditions may wish to make use of the system 
as an improved ‘ear* for channel 1. In most cases, the range will 
now be limited only by the ability of your transmitter to reach the

repeater receiver, The system should double our mobile-to-mobile range, 


Several words of cautions We are still members of a 
large party line, Poor manners will now make a bigger noise. The 
licensee reserves the right to disable the patch should the QSO not 
meet legal or moral standards, All transmissions are log recorded 
and the licensee fis responsible for their content. Whether this 
System continues to work depends entirely on it's users and their 
conduct, The equipment can be made to work reliably=-cockpit trouble 
is not as easy to cure,
